Nixon backs 
prohibition 
of troops 
Nixon warns of Red infiltration 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — 
President 
Nixon today welcomed a Senate - passed 
prohibition against the use of combat 
troops in Laos or Thailand. 
Senate 
Republican 
leader 
Hugh 
Scott said Nixon told Senate Republican 
leaders at a breakfast 
meeting this 
is “ definitely 
in line with Administra­ 
tion policy.” 
Fearing that the United States could 
be drawn into another Vietnam war, the 
Senate 
Monday adopted 
an 
amend­ 
ment to the $69.3 
billion defense ap­ 
propriations bill which prohibits the 
use of any funds in the measure for the 
introduction of ground troops into eith­ 
er Southeast Asia nation. 
The decision came after a three-hour 
secret 
session during which specta­ 
tors and newsmen 
were barred 
and 
the heavy doors to the chamber locked 
and guarded. 
A sim ilar 
amendment 
was adopted 
to the defense 
authorization bill but 
was deleted when Seriate and House ne­ 
gotiators worked out a compromise mea­ 
sure. 
Similarly, 
the 
appropriations mea­ 
sure, which was adopted 
85 
to 4 
Monday, must go to conference with 
the $69.9 billion House-passed bill and 
the Laos-Thailand 
amendment 
could, 
once again, be dropped. 
The 
$69.3 
billion 
senate bill is 
$627 million sm aller than the House 
measure; 
$8.4 
billion under the John­ 
son 
administration’s 
budget; 
$5.9 
billion under President Nixon’s revised 
budget; and $5 billion less than last 
year’s funding. 
During a marathon session that last­ 
ed deep into the evening, the Senate bare­ 
ly tinkered with the bill 
as approved 
by its appropriations Committee. 
A feeble 
attempt to kill $779.4 mil­ 
lion for the controversial 
Safeguard 
antiballistics 
m issile 
system (ABM) 
was defeated 49 to 36. 
In contrast to last summer when the 
debate over the Safeguard system last­ 
ed four weeks before approval, the dis­ 
cussion Monday took le ss than two hours. 
Spurred by Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield’s 
declaration 
that 
“ One Korea is more than enough, one 
Vietnam is more than enough” the Sen­ 
ate voted to keep American combat 
troops from Laos or Thailand. 
S. Vietnamese 
losses up 


SAIGON (UPI) - 
The South Vietna­ 
m ese 
army bore the brunt of fighting 
reported 
today. Official reports 
said 
its losses in the past 10 weeks have been 
four tim es those of U.S. forces. 
Military spokesmen 
said the Saigon 
troopers, taking over more of the com­ 
bat, accounted for 170 
Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese 
killed Monday while 
losing 14 
dead and 
56 wounded them­ 
selves. 


This followed 
President 
Nixon’s 
statement Monday night that he had 
a 
“ much more favorable 
report” about 
the ability of the South Vietnamese army, 
enabling him to pull 50,000 more GIs 
out of Vietnam. 
President Nguyen van TTiieu said this 
morning the latest 
American cutback 
was in line with his nation’s policy to 
“ gradually assume its increasing share 
of the responsibility” in battle. 


Official 
figures showed that in the 
past 10 weeks, 3,730 South Vietnamese 
troops have died in action 
compared 
with 919 Americans killed, reflecting 
the “ Vietnamization” program to send 
Saigon troops into combat 
instead of 
U.S. soldiers. 
The biggest fight Monday 
saw South 
Vietnamese 
troops join forces with 
American soldiers to kill 51 guerrillas 
in a 
50-minute battle five m iles from 
the Cambodian border. 
Teachers hit 
Reagan 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Officials 
of the Teachers Union have charged that 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and state education 
leaders 
are mainly responsible for the 
firing of 70 union members. 
Erwin Kelly, president of the San 
Francisco State local charged 
Monday 
that union members and other faculty 
“ activists” have become the victim s of 
“ political repression.” 
He asserted that Reagan, state college 
Chancellor 
Glenn 
Dumke and others 
have moved “ to elim inate people who are 
innovative, active and outspoken.” 
Kelly said most of those fired were 
at San Francisco State, San Jose State, 
Chico State. Havward State and San Fer- 
nando Valley State. 
He cited efforts by S. F. State Presi­ 
dent S. I. Hayakawa to remove 21 union 
members from the faculty, 
including 
Kelly. 
At the tim e, Hayakawa 
said It 
was 
because the 21 were “ poor teach­ 
e r s.” 
He made his comments at a conven­ 
tion of union teachers and students. Other 
officers told the group that an all out 
legal effort is being launched In an effort 
to reverse the firings.

WASHINGTON 
U P I — in announcing 
plans to withdraw another 50,000 Amer­ 
ican soldiers from Vietnam, President 
Nixon has underlined his determination 
to 
proceed with “ Vietnamization” of 
the war at a steady pace unless mere 
is som e major upsurge 
in communist 
activity. 
Nixon however 
raised one ominous 
warning flag during his otherwise op­ 
tim istic review for the American people 
Monday night. 
He reported a * dis­ 
turbing new development’ — communist 
infiltration has “ increased 
substan­ 
tially” and is being carefully watched 
to see if Hanoi plans to take advan­ 
tage of the U.S. withdrawal. 


The Pentagon for several months has 
not released figures on communist in­ 
filtration into South Vietnam, preferring 
instead to only say 
if the 
level of 
infiltration is up or down. 
At his 
news conference one week earlier, Nix- 
on said recent infiltration figures “ seem 
to have been inflated. 
The infiltra­ 
tion rate is not as great as we thought 
then. 
It is higher than it was a few 
months ago. 
It is still lower than 
it was a year ago.” 


The 
President sa<d Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong did not yet appear capable 
of launching a major offensive. 
But 
he pinpointed the period until April 
15 as a critical one in assessing the 
possible success of his plan to with- 


draw all American combat forces from 
Vietnam 
and eventually pull out all 
supporting troops. 
The first quarter of the year, which 
includes the Buddhist new year Tet 
holidays, traditionally has been the time 
when the communists have 
launched 
major offensives. 


When former Defense Secretary Clark 
M. Clifford wrote last summer the 
United States should withdraw “ about 
100,000 troops before the end of this 
year,” the President said that he hoped 
to beat this figure. 
He did not ex­ 
actly beat Clifford’s timetable but his 
announcement that 115,000 will be out 
by April came close. 
Nixon’s fervently expressed gratitude 


for the congressional and public sup­ 
port of his program 
of “ calculated 
risk” 
underlined, without his saying 
so, 
the fact that this support might 
well diminish if there is some major 
setback to the "Vietnamization” pro­ 
gram. 


The President appeared fully aware 
that his predecessors, 
in particular 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, were vic­ 
timized by overly optimistic advisers 
who were proved wrong. 
He noted he had called upon a non- 
American and previously critical ex­ 
pert, former British Brigadier Robert 
Thompson, to carry out an on the spot 
survey in Vietnam and report to him. 
The President said Thompson, who 


is credited with having engineered the 
British cleanup campaign against the 
communists in Malaya in the 1950s, 
told the President he had been “ very 
Im pressed by the improvement in the 
m ilitary and political' situation in Viet­ 
nam’ 
since the time when he wrote 
that the United States and South Viet­ 
nam had little chance of securing the 
country. 
The risks involved in the 
* Vietnamization“ of the war will In­ 
crease as further American troops are 
pulled out, and the President left him­ 
self an escape hatch. 
He said that 
if the enemy tried to take advantage 
of the situation, taking action that would 
“ jeopardize our remaining forces, I 
shall not hesitate to take strong meas­ 
ures.”

Panama general 
returns to power 


PANAMA 
CITY (UPI) - Brig. Gen. 
Omar Torrijos returned to ruling pow­ 
er today barely 24 hours after two Na­ 
tional Guard colonels announced they had 
ousted him. The colonels 
were jailed 
after a brief outbreak of gunfire. 
Torrijos, the head of the National 
Guard and strongman of the ruling junt- 
as, was ousted during a weekend visit to 
Mexico City to attend a horse race. It 
was a short-lived ouster because most 
of the National Guard remained loyal to 
him. 
He flew Monday night to the city oi 
David, 200 m iles southwest of Panama 
City 
with the aid of his close friend, 
President Anastasio Somoza-Debayle ol 
Nicaragua, 
and headed toward Panama 
City today to complete his return 
tc 
power. 
Informed sources said he started out 
by car but decided to switch to a plane 
at the midway point so he could arrive 
in time to make a television addresi 
to the nation tonight. 
National 
Guard headquarters in Pa­ 
nama City bustled with activity during 
the day and occasional firing was heard 


as opposing elem ents of the National 
Guard 
faltered in their allegiance. 
in 
the end Torrijos won out and the 
colonels were jailed at the guard head­ 
quarters. 
By afternoon the city had returned al­ 
most to normal 
Christmas 
shoppers 
deserted the 
streets when violence threatened. TTiey 
remained away during the siesta period 
and only an occasional pedestrian could 
be seen. 
The shooting 
died out and the stores 
which had rolled down their iron shut­ 
ters began 
reopening in hopes the 
Christm as shopping rush would resum e. 
American officials in the Canal Zone 
reported that Cols. Ramiro Silvera and 
Amada Sanjur, the leaders of the coup, 
were locked up Inside the National Guard 
headquarters. 


Boris Moreno, a newsman who lives 
in David, said Torrijos was traveling by 
car 
with a number of National Guards­ 
men 
during 
the 6l/2 hour drive from 
David to Panama City, where he was ex­ 
pected around 4 p.m. EST. 


Withdrawal to 
reduce draft 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Defense Sec- 
retary Melvin R. Laird said today the 
withdrawal 
of 50,000 
more GI’s from 
Vietnam will bring a reduction of about 
10 per cent in draft calls for 1970. 
The reduction would be from 250,000 
to 225,OCO draftees, with further cut­ 
backs possible If U.S. forces In Viet­ 
nam are reduced further. 
Laird told a Pentagon news conference 
he will go to Vietnam early in Febru­ 
ary and will make “ whatever recommen­ 
dations are necessary to protect U.S. 
forces there.” 
But he echoed President Nixon’s state­ 
ment, made Monday night in announcing 
the new $50,000-man pullout by April 
15, that the Communists do not now 
have the capability of launching a ma­ 
jor, sustained offensive. Laird said he 
did not believe they could acquire such 
capability before April 15. 
But Laird said it would take two 
more months — about the 
time before 
he goes to Vietnam — to determine 
whether a recent, substantial Increase 
tin Communist infiltration means that 
the enemy is launched on a new troop 
buildup. 
Laird said he was going to Vietnam 
at the direction of Nixon. He will be 
accompanied by Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, 
chairman of the Joint chiefs of staff.

Reagan asks for 
return of suspect 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPD - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan 
of California 
today officially 
asked the state of Texas to return Char­ 
les D. Watson, 24, to Los Angeles to 
stand trial for murder in the knife and 
pistol slayings of actress Sharon Tate 
and seven others. 
Secretary of State M artin Dies J r., 
extradition officer for Gov. 
Preston 
Smith, set a hearing for Jan. 5, in Aus­ 
tin. 
Watson, who grew up in the sm all 
towns of Copeville and Farm ersville, 
Tex., about 20 m iles northeast of Dal­ 
las, has been accused by a girl in a 
hippie band of being the man who killed 
Miss Tate with a knife. 
Watson is jailed at McKinney, Tex 
He and his attorney, 
W illiam Boy'., 
have indicated they will fight extradition 
to California. 
Texas operates under the uniform ex­ 
tradition code, which requires California 
to prove that Watson was in that state 
at the time of the Tate murders. 
D ies said California authorities will 
have to provide some proof connecting 
Watson with the murders at the Jan. 5 
hearing. 
Reagan sent the official extradition 
papers to Smith’s office. 
Susan Denise Atkins, a member of a 
hippie band called “The Fam ily,” and 
led by Charles Manson, told a grand 
jury in Los Angeles that she, two other 
women and Watson went to M iss T ate’s 
$250,000 mansion last Aug. 8. 
M iss Atkins said Watson killed the ac­ 
tress, who was eight months pregnant, 
and shot five others that night. 
Two other persons in Los Angeles 
were killed the next night. 
“ I’m the devil. I'm here to k ill,” 
M iss Atkins quoted Watson as saying 
before the Tate murders. 
Watson, who had been absent from 
the McKinney area for two years, showed 
up several months ago. He was arrested 
Nov. 
30 on a murder warrant from 
California and has been held in the Col­ 
lin County jail since then. 
Watson, 
youngest 
of 
three chil­ 
dren, never made the grade below B In 
Farm ersville High School. He was all 
district in football in 1962 and 1963, and 
still holds the record in high hurdles 
for C lass A 
high schools in Texas. 
He attended North Texas State Univer­ 
sity from 1964 until the spring of 1967, 
when he transferred to California State 
College in Los Angeles. 
Los Angeles police describe the form­ 
er crewcut youth as one of a group of 
long - haired men and women who roved 
and robbed as a desert commune and 
operated like an Indian raiding party. 
Police said they traveled in dune bug­ 
gies, stealing and robbing as they went. 
The people In McKinney knew Watson 
before all that. 
“ You know, when I knew him In high 
school he was one of the nicest boys 
you would ever m eet,” said Collin Coun­ 
ty Sheriff Tom Montgomery. “ I never 
considered him a hippie type.”

The injured child was first taken to 
Lompoc Hospital yesterday morning, by 
Community Ambulance and then trans­ 
ferred to Santa Barbara when em er­ 
gency room doctors, including Dr. Rod­ 
ney Hamer determined that specialized 
surgery was needed. 
Lompoc Detectives C. G. Ward and 
Robert Hebert returned Mrs. Schooner 
to Lompoc for Interrogation.

The $200 million is in bonds 
authorized by voters in 1968 to 
be used for veterans’ farm and 
home loans. 
But inflation and high interest 
rates have made it impossible 
to sell the bonds. There already 
are 5,000 vterans on a waiting 
list for the funds and the list 
keeps growing. Their requests 
total $100 million.

Nicol responded M o n d a y 
shortly after President Nixon 
announced the withdrawal of 
50.000 troops from Vietnam by 
April. Nicol said the withdrawal 
would 
aid the economy and 
eventually help stabilize the 
dollar and reduce the interest 
rates. 
“ The bringing back of the 
troops or the deescalation of 
the 
war 
has 
a 
pronounced 
effect on the economy,’’ said 
Nicol. "I think a year from now 
we’ll 
see 
a 
much 
more 
stabilized condition.” 
But for now, he said, the 
5.000 applications for Cal-Vet 
loans total $100 million which 
the department doesn’t have. 
The department used up all the 
reserve 
cash 
it 
had 
and 
recently borrowed $13 million 
from the state’s general fund to 
finance a few loans. 
“ We will continue to accept 
applications and issue commit­ 
ments until all of our $200 
million has been committed,” 
said Jack Johnson, manager of 
farm and home purchases. 
Nicol said the bonds can be 
sold only if voters approve a 
constitutional 
amendment 
on 
the June ballot which allows 
bond 
interest 
rates 
to be 
increased to 7 per cent. The 
constitutional limit now is5per 
cent. 
The 
bond money provides 
maximum loans of $20,000 for 
purchase of a home and $80,000 
for a veteran to buy a farm. 
.Until Dec. 1 the interest rate 
on the loans was 3 and 3 3-4 per 
cent. The rate went up this 
month to 4 1-4 per cent on new 


loans. 
Johnson 
said 
loans 
arranged by private institutions 
can go as high as 10 per cent. 
“ The yea.* 1970 is goingtobe 
a problem,” said Nicol. “ We’ve 
got to get the allowable interest 
rate increased. There is no 
other choice.” 
The state also provides a 
$1,000 property tax exemption 
for 
veterans. 
Most 
other 
veterans’ benefits are designed 
for those who are disabled. 
Room, 
board and medical 
expenses will be paid by the 
state for disabled veterans to 
attend Napa Junior College for 
two years. Napa JC provides 
special facilities for the dis­ 
abled. 
Disabled veterans also can 
live for free at the veterans 
home in Yountville, There are 
1,400 residents at the home now 
—including 25 who served in the 
Spanish-American 
War. 
The 
average age of home residents 
is 71 and most served in World 
War I. 
Disabled veterans get free 
hunting and fishing licenses and 
paralyzed veterans are allowed 
to hunt from vehicles like jeeps 
and pickup trucks. That is a 
privilege denied regular hun­ 
ters. 


The state also gives free 
license plates and car registra­ 
tions 
to veterans 
who 
are 
double amputees or amputees 
who also have lost an eye. 
Most veterans’ benefits are 
provided by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
National programs provide 
veterans with a $130 per month 
allowance for tuition, books and 
other expenses while attending 
college. 
The federal government also 
provides medical care for ex- 
servicemen at veterans hospi­ 
tals.

gubernatorial 
campaign 
in 
six 
Northern 


California counties, was the 
highest bidder on the homes, 
built by the state in 1962 to 
house its employes at Oroville 
Dam. 
The 
Los 
Angeles Times 
reported 
Monday the homes 
were 
sold 
to Chandler for 
$276,OO0-or about $5,500 each- 
after they had been appraised 
by the state at $548,000, or 
$1 0 ,0 0 0 -$1 1 , 0 0 0 each. 
Sold at $10,000 each, the 
houses would net a profit of 
$225,000, the Times said. 
Alfred Golze, deputy director 
of water resources, confirmed 
the 
Times’ 
report 
that 
a 
government staff recommended 
the state sell the homes for 
$10,500 each over the next two 
years. 
The 
recommendation 
was rejected. 
He said he was not positive

Mud Saves Soldier's Life

“/ icas never so damned 
scared or so damned lucky 
in my life.”

South Vietnam—(N E A)—It 
was shortly after midnight. 
Sgt. Bill Ikner, 34, of Laurin- 
burg, N.C., was sleeping. So 
were the rest of the First Air 
Cavalry Division troops who 
occupy this lonely lowlands 
encampment. 
Then, trouble. 
A couple of 40mm mortar 
rounds hissed into the com­ 
pound's west end. exploding 
with trembling shocks. They 
w ere q u i c k l y followed by 
others. And the base alert 
siren howled. 


Enemy attack! 
Ikner, new to Vietnam and 
to enemy attacks, needed no

prompting. He leaped from 
his bed d i r e c t b y into his 
boots and ran outside. 
There he was greeted by 
confusion. Men from other 
beds darted past. Voices de­ 
manded to know what was 
happening. More r o c k e t s 
s l a m m e d down 
Cries of 
help. Sounds of guns. 
“ Over there,” the sergeant 
hollered, p o i n t i n g to the 
m ortar im pact area. “ They 
need help over there.” 
Ikner led his own ru sh - 
straight to the barbed-wire 
and bunker area where the 
attack was concentrated. His 
s h o e s were u n t i e d , his 
trousers only partially but­ 
toned, and he kept slipping 
and sliding on ground made 
slick by a day’s rain. 
Just as he reached the bat­ 
tleground, he looked up to 
see a m ortar blast a soldier 
from the top of a bunker. 
The GI, stunned, picked him-

Heavy ocean swells brought 
fishing to a near standstill last 
week where even surf fishing 
did not amount to much. 
The 
only 
catches reported 
w ere a few sm all fish which 
were caught in the surf below 
Océano Beach. P rio r to the 
sw ells, some nice lim its of fair 
to large perch were being tak­ 
en while a few sm all steel- 
head have been caught in the 
A rroyo 
Grande 
and 
Pism o 
creeks. 
Perhaps a good rain would 
help to clear up all areas. A 
few steelhead were taken in 
San Luis Creek a few m iles 
from Avila Beach but here again 
the force of the heavy ocean 
sw ells has left its mark. 
We fished that area the oth­ 
e r day and didn’t even feel a 
nibble where the sm all trout 
are looked upon as bait steal­ 
e rs and, with a three-fish lim ­ 
it, are thought of as “ p ests.” 
The week before Tony Simas of 
A rroyo Grande caught a nice 
male steelhead on red salmon 
eggs and a number eight hook. 
We managed to snake out a 16- 
inch steelie from that sam e 
area but have not heard of any 
other successes since then. 
As is t> pical for this tim e 
of year, steelhead action should 
not pick up until there is a 
rain heavy enough to clear all 
of the area stream s. Reports 
are that quite a number of nice 
fish have managed to find their 
way into See Canyon in San 
Luis Obispo County, a favorite 
spawning ground for steelhead. 
In spite of various reports on 
the conditions of trout fish­ 
ing at Lake Cachuma, three of 
us went there last week and 
with two hours of fishing had 
our lim its of some of the nicest 
trout we have taken locally. 
The fish, no doubt from the 
heavy plant a few weeks ago, 
w ere in good condition and full 
of fight. Access to the lake was 
easy for anglers with game 
legs and all in all, a pleasant 
day was spent. 
There were no huge lunkers 
in the catches with all fish 
ranging from nine to 12 inch­ 
es. Anglers should rem em ber 
that there is a five fish lim it 
at Cachuma all year. 
At this tim e of the year fish­ 
erm en working Lopez Lake in 
San Luis Obispo County are 
catching sunfish. A few trout 
are being caught and must be 
thrown back. However, these 
fish are usually so badly hooked 
that they soon die since even a 
lip - hooked fish has only a 
slight chance at survival since 
the gills are very tender and 
easily damaged. 
This situation will ease next 
year when the lake goes on an 
all-year season. So farth elim it 
will be ten fish in the sum m er 
(or ten pounds and one fish) 
and a w inter limit of five fish. 
According to m arina m anager 
Dick Kelsey at Lake Nacimien­ 
to, the outflow of w ater at the 
lake has been shutoff as re­ 
pairs to the dam are about com­ 
plete and conservation of w ater 
is in need. A sm all rise in he 
w ater level has already been 
noted, according to Kelsey. 
Fisherm en at Nacimiento are 
having a little more difficult 
time getting their fish, as the 
bass now are sulking on the bot­ 
tom. 
Stablized 
conditions 
should drastically improve the 
fishing there. 
A fishing derby 
is still on with a first prize 
of a $50 merchandize prize to 


the fisherm an landing the larg­ 
est fish. 
At M argarita Lake not many 
fisherm en are out but those 
who do patronize the lake re­ 
ported some lunker bass up to 
seven pounds. 
Best action is 
with jigs bounced onthe bottom. 
C rappie are also hitting late 
in the evenings. 
HUNTING 
Pigeon hunting is now open 
but birds, locally are few and 
far between with the pigeons in 
sm all 
scattered 
flocks. The 
best areas, such as they are, 
would 
probably 
be Figueroa 
Mountain 
in 
Santa 
B arbara 
County; F razier, Pinos and Al­ 
amo mountains in VenturaCoun- 
ty. 
Not much change in hunting is 
expected unless or until m igra­ 
tory flocks from the north a r­ 
rive to augment the few birds 
now on hand. The DFG reports 
only sm all flocks in the band- 
ta ils’ favorite Southern C ali­ 
fornia feeding areas. A fair to 
good crop of pinon nuts and 
acorns awaits birds in the south­ 
land. 
In past years the m ajor flights 
have arrived in the latter part 
of November. Heaviest band- 
tail nesting is from C alifornia’s 
north coast into B ritish Colum­ 
bia. C entral and Southern C ali­ 
fornia are the favorite w inter­ 
ing grounds but food is the ma­ 
jor factor that determ ines the 
extent of the b ird s’ southward 
move. 
Locally 
acorns 
are 
scarce. The daily bag and pos­ 
session limit is eight birds. 
Goose hunting took an up­ 
swing last week on the W ister 
Unit of the DFG as the sec­ 
ond half of the split wildfowl 
season got underway. The re­ 
port counted 64 geese, 246 ducks 
and eight coots for a one bird 
average 
per 
hunter. 
Muddy 
roads combined with bluebird 
weather kept the average kill 
below the usual for this tim e 
of year. 


The DFG also reported the 
peak seem s to be over in the 
big losses due to an attack of 
botulism 
that 
killed 103,400 
ducks and other waterfowl in 
C alifornia this year. 


Some losses are still continu­ 
ing in the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin 
valleys. DFG D irec­ 
tor Ray Arnett reported that 
the DFG had expected losses 
up to a half million birds in 
Tule Lake but proper planning, 
coordination and surveillance 
held losses to 40,000 birds. At 
present, the only method of 
control is to herd birds from 
infected areas with aircraft and 
pickup dead birds to prevent 
the spread of infection.

It's no wonder that the Van- 
denberg Junior League Indians 
went undefeated this season. 
Their coach, Major Wallace R. 
Boyer, once played under Sid 
Gilman andpart of Paul Brown’s 
coaching staff, played alongside 
Ara Parseghian and Paul Diet- 
zel, and was drafted by two 
pro teams. 
Boyer 
has been 
coaching 
youth football since 1961 when 
his son played Pop Warner 
football. That was when Boyer 
was stationed at the Los An­ 
geles Air Force Station. 
“ Watching his practice ses­ 
sions, 
it 
was 
apparent that 
coaches who knew football, were 
needed,” he recalled. And Boy­ 
er knows his football. He star­ 
ted in 1942, in Ohio, where he 
played high school football four 
years. He was all-county his 
last three years at Copley High. 
After graduating from high 
school, Boyer was influenced 
by Sid Gilman to enroll in sum­ 
mer school at the University of 
Miami (Ohio). Playing along­ 
side him were Ara Parseghian, 
now Notre Dame’s head coach, 
and Paul Dietzel, South Caro­ 
lina’s present mentor. 
Military service cut short 
Boyer’s football at Miami in 
September, 1946, but due to ces­ 
sation of the draft, he was 
back playing football in the fall 
of 1947. This time, however, 
he was playing against Gilman, 
Parseghian, Dietzel and Co., as 
a member of the Ohio University 
football team. Here again he got 
diversification of coaching when 
a new coaching staff took over. 
The group, led by Howard 
Brinker 
who 
later rejoined 
Brown at Cleveland, was part 
of Paul Brown’s coaching staff. 
So Boyer was exposed to the 
Brown brand of football. Gra­ 
duating from Ohio U, in June 
1951, the 227-pound tackle was 
drafted by Baltimore and the old 
Buffalo Bills, but he returned 
to active duty two days after 
graduation and has been in the 
Air Force ever since.

NEW 
YORK - (NEA) - 
Since President Nixon himself 
put his imprimatur on college 
football polls by awarding a 
plaque to the University of Tex­ 
as as the No. 1 team in the 
nation, the 
polls ha^e sidled 
alongside farm parity, crime 
in the street and the muzzling of 
the press as an important do­ 
mestic issue. 
The polls annually have come 
under much criticism — from 
fans, from coaches, from play­ 
ers, from the Liberal establish­ 
ment press as well as the Con­ 
servative establishment press. 
And this season, when Texas 
was duly honored, the Pennsyl­ 
vania delegation caucused and 
declared this business humbug, 
claptrap, etc. They deemed the 
top college team in America to 
be undefeated Penn State. 
That group wanted to know 
how one could say anybody was 
better than Penn State, since 
no one proved it on the field. 
Also, some folks in Ohio held 
a similar view of Toledo, which 
was 10-0 on the season and 
ranked 20th in one wire serv- 
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ice poll and nowhere in the 
other. 
Likewise, certain Cal­ 
ifornians proclaimed San Diego 
State superior to all other col 
lege football teams. 
Their 
team was victorious in all 10 
games, 
tied for 18th 
in one 
poll and disappeared over the 
horizon in the other. 
After all the hot air and grid­ 
iron dust had cleared, the Pres­ 
ident stood up and said, “ I 
learned not to pick No. 1 as 
far as football is concerned.” 
The rankings of college foot­ 
ball teams must be subjective, 
since no play-off arrangement 
has been instituted as in college 
basketball. United Press Inter­ 
national arrives at its rankings 
by asking a large sampling of 
coaches to pick 'em. The Asso­ 
ciated Press establishes its top 
20 by asking some of the nation’s 
sportswriters, always a suspect 
group, for their elitist views. 
Now, the thing is, all these 
coaches and all these writers 
cannot see all of these teams. 
So 
they 
must go on hear­ 
say, television, press releases, 
newspaper stories and other 
wild-eyed accounts. 
This can have comical re­ 
sults. For example, Ohio State 
was ranked No. 1 for the first 
several weeks of the season. 
Then, one Saturday afternoon, 
they were beaten by Michigan. 
Three days later, when the 
polls came out, Ohio State drop­ 
ped to sixth. And Michigan was 
not even ranked! Why wasn’t 
Michigan at least in the top 
10, not to say ranked above Ohio 
State?

important, how 
come all these experts did not 
know that Ohio State was not as 
good as Texas, Arkansas, Penn 
State, etc., to begin with? Since 
then, Ohio State has moved up a 
notch on one poll and two notch­ 
es on the other.

Like the 
Holy Roman Empire, which was neither holy nor 
Roman nor an empire, the Alliance for Progress has been 
neither an alliance nor progressive. 
This ambitious aid-and-trade plan, launched with great fan­ 
fare by President Kennedy in 1962 and intended to inaugurate 
a new era of economic co-operation between North and South 
America, has become so much a dead letter that it is no 
longer even indexed in such a compendious reference work as 
the World Almanac. 


One alliance is operative in South America, however—an 
alliance between time and an inexorably increasing population 
— and its result is retrogression. 
The number of unemployed or seriously underemployed in 
Latin America today is more than one-fourth the total work 
force. Projected population growth in the next decade will 
require a 6.2 per cent increase in the average gross national 
product just to stand still. 
An even more startling statistic is offered by Edward W. 
Barrett, former dean of Columbia University Graduate School 
of Journalism: 
Today, after all the decades and all the revolutions, half 
the population of South American is under some form of mil­ 
itary government. And in each of the eight nations so governed 
freedom of the news media has vanished under conditions 
ranging from recurrent censorship to total black-out. 
Meantime, hatred of Uncle Sam and distrust of the Yan­ 
kee colossus run at seasonal norms, and Americans are as 
bewildered by the fact as ever. 
We wouldn’t be, says a West Indian newsman, it we would 
only learn that the money Washington pours out is not ap-

predated by the common people because it always ends up 
in the pockets of only a few. 
“The United States is always in trouble with Latin America,” 
says G.J. Schouten, publisher of the Aruba News on the tiny 
Caribbean island of the same name. 
“ No matter how generous you are, there is little official 
appreciation and you end up making enemies, not friends. . . 
“ Latin - American nations are always in debt to the United 
States, and paying interest on loans whose principal disap­ 
pears into the pockets of politicians such as Perez Jimenez 
and cohorts. So you can hardly blame the rest of the people 
for their feelings.” 
Instead of sending our foreign aid directly to a government, 
Schouten suggests that it be given to a representative com­ 
mission of government, labor, business and journalism lead­ 
ers, and even the political opposition, which would decide how 
best to utilize grants and gifts. 
So what if we are accused of interfering in the domestic 
affairs of Latin nations, he says. Washington gets clouted, 
no matter what. 
“If there weren’t the temptation of big money rake-offs 
very few would offer themselves as presidents down there. If 
financial aid was handled in each country by a cross-section 
of representatives they could watch each other.” 
Unfortunately, Washington administrations — and American 
business corporations — are usually more interested in stabil­ 
ity in South America than social progress. And stability is 
one thing military regimes can deliver — for a time. 
We have only ourselves to blame for being fleeced by the 
enemies of the people we would, in our better natures, like 
to help. 
Bonn’s “New Broom” 


West German Chancellor Willy Brandt has lost no time in 
demonstrating that a new hand is indeed at the controls in 
Bonn. 
And the effect is definitely noticeable not only in West Ger­ 
man internal affairs, but on the European and East-West 
diplomatic fronts as well. 
Brandt has carried through a politically touchy but long- 
needed réévaluation of the mark, a major contribution to 
stabilizing the international money markets and ending, for 
the time being at least, the gold crisis. 
He has given a new push to European economic integration, 
getting the Common Market moving again on consideration of 
British membership. 
And he has taken the lead in exploring new approaches in 
West Germany’s and the western alliance’s relations with the 
Communist East. 
All in all, an impressive record for the less than two months 
since Brandt’s Socialist-Free Democrat coalition took over in 
Bonn. 
It is, of course, West Germany’s position as the strongest 
economic and political force in Western Europe that has made 
Brandt’s initiatives possible. But it is very much to the chan­ 
cellor’s credit that where he might have been heavy-handed in 
exercising this power, he has instead been firm but discreet,

ruffling few Allied feathers. Not even France, which West 
Germany is replacing at center stage, seems unduly upset. 
This is indeed a new Germany.

In the long run, the most significant of Brandt’s moves may 
be the gesture toward the East, particularly NATO’s more 
receptive attitude, for which he is largely responsible, toward 
a possible European security conference with Russia and its 
Warsaw Pact allies. 


Moscow has been pushing such a conference for years. 
The West has been rejecting it for as long as a transparent 
effort to split NATO and ease the United States out of Europe. 
But times change, even in the ponderous politics of com­ 
munism. It may just be possible that here, as in the U.S.- 
Soviet strategic arms talks in Helsinki which have an almost 
equally long background, there is now a suitable climate for 
serious discussion. 
NATO, at its Brussel’s ministerial meeting this month and at 
the urging of West Germany, has now switched from outright 
rejection to suggestion that the Soviets give some indication 
they are willing to discuss seriously such issues as the divi­ 
sion of Germany and troop reductions. 
Nothing may come of it. But Brandt is at least making an 
effort to move the East-West confrontation off dead center.

By having such a policy, the county 
is now requiring Sun Oil Co. - DX Di­ 
vision to plan an underground facility for 
a large electric metering building plan­ 
ned to be built on the ocean bluffs at 
Summerland, close to the county’s Look­ 
out Park. 
Either that, the commission made it 
clear, or the oil company will be re­ 
quired to apply to build the 27-foot 
high structure in some other locality, 
well-hidden and landscaped, if not buried. 


The county's policy regarding on-shore 
installations of the proliferating oil in­ 
dustry in the Santa Barbara Channel 
came late in the day, many feel. But it 
was not too late, as the shoreline by now 
would doubtlessly have been marked with 
a larger number of additional processing 
plants, heliports, marine terminals and 
storage facilities than now exist, if no 
control had been set. 
Some will feel that by this action 
the county is “getting back” at Sun Oil 
Co. for going ahead with positioning 
another huge drilling platform in the 
Federal waters off the county’s South 
Coast area which already sports a dozen 
other platforms. 
But it was clear that the planning body

was not interested in taking petty re­ 
venge against the company. Summerland 
Citizens Assn. directors termed the 
Sun Oil project an “ alarming usurpta- 
tion” of the shoreline, pointing out the 
building with its large power switch 
racks and Doles would be seen by virtu­ 
ally all residents of the hillside com­ 
munity. 
Commissioner G. Norman Bacon, who 
has fought as hard as anyone to keep 
the oil industry from despoiling the 
coastline, took a hard stand against it, 
as did others on the commission. 
The commission had an example of 
shoreline desecration which it had un­ 
wittingly allowed adjacent to the Sun 
Oil 
site, according to Bacon and citi­ 
zens of the other. This involved a per­ 
mit given Union Oil Co. to build a sim­ 
ilar facility on the same ocean bluffs 
adjacent to the county park. 
The commission was told by Plan­ 
ning Director Herbert Divelbiss “ we 
learn as we go along.” The commis­ 
sion did not require Union Oil even to 
erect a hedge around its new onshore 
facility, it was reminded. 
Ironically for Union Oil Co., the un­ 
lucky Sun Oil application may result in 
the county calling on Union Oil to prop­ 
erly landscape its existing structure and 
possibly camouflage it as well as it can 
be “seen from throughout Summerland.” 
The Sun Oil bid to put yet another oil- 
related facility on a singularly lovely 
coastline whose beauty is steadily being 
tarnished by the industry should be a 
reminder to county government —and 
city government as well —that it prop­ 
erly should use all of its powers to 
hold the line in this respect. 
It should be remembered that some 
day the offshore drilling platforms as 
allowed by the state and federal govern­ 
ments may be replaced by underwater 
structures. 
While we cannot depend on that, it 
would be ironic to have that occur — 
and, 
meanwhile, 
have 
our coastline 
married for decades to corns — at the 
very least - by a hodgepodge of facili­ 
ties serving the offshore part of the in­ 
dustry 


Dr. David H. Elliot of Ohio State Uni­ 
versity’s Institute of Polar Studies has 
dispatched from Antarctica a delayed 
piece of news. It involves a fossil, and 
modest, taciturn Dr. Elliot proved again 
by it that even the dullest-seeming news 
can be utterly fascinating. 
Anthropologists 
always thought that 
man 
has been 
on 
Earth 
about 250,000 
years. Worrying their 
hearts 
out about the 
date and combining the 
study 
of fossils (pa­ 
leontology) with 
the 
study 
of 
rock lay­ 
ers 
(stratigraphy) 
and 
anthropology, 
they 
established 
it 
largely by such exc­ 
avations 
as 
that of 
Asia’s Peking man. But a few years ago 
the so-called Zinj man was excavated in 
Tanzania, 
East Africa, and this year 
Dr. Louis B. Leakey unearthed a crush­ 
ed skull in Tanzania’s fossil-rich Old- 
uvai Gorge. 
These findings establish human be­ 
ings on earth two million years ago — 
a full one and three-quarters million 
years earlier than generally supposed. 
They shatter all accepted ideas 
of 
man’s antiquity — and man’s source. 
The Alps are young — very young — 
mountains; 
not within eons as old, for 
example, as the Blue Ridge Mountains 
of Virginia. 
But when you are in the 
Alps you are in nature's earliest known 
birdland. TTiis was not known, however, 
until 
some 
lithographic 
limestone 
from the Bavarian 
Upper 
Jurassic 
beds yielded the fossil 
of a bill-less 
Archaeopteryx, the earliest known bird. 
The fossil proved that it evolved, from 
reptile stock, about 150 million years 
ago — more than 
148 million years 
before man. 
Geologists call Earth at least 4l/2 
billion years old. 
But our moon is 
not Earth’s sister — never a hurled-off 
part of it. The moon is a foreigner. It 
was formed some other place and at 
some other time. It is fundamentally 
different from all other 31 moons in the 
solar system. Our moon has a large 
bulge on the side toward Earth, although 
not as large as previously supposed. Our 
gravity reaches out, grabs the bulge and 
keeps this side always toward Earth. 
But it took the rocks 
our astronauts 
brought back from the moon to reveal 
all this. 
Meanwhile, if you go to the great de­ 
sert fossil beds not far from Los An­ 
geles you will discover that the only 
prehistoric 
animal represented there 
which has survived straight through to 
our day is the common squirrel. 
You can see in the British Museum 
in London the largest elephant-skeleton 
ever found — 14 feet tall. Astoundingly 
enough, 
this skeleton was discovered 
near Kent, England. It 
proved that the 
English Channel once did not exist, that 
the British Isles were on the mainland 
and that the prehistoric 
roamers 
we 
now call elephants were a part of the 
wonderful 
animal 
population Europe 
once fostered. 
Before the Sahara Desert dried up and 
drove its human population to the Afri­ 
can rivers and jungles there was a great 
marauder 
there, 
called the Stegote- 
trabedlodon 
Syrticus — a four-tusked 
mastodon twice the size of the modern 
elephant. You can see the monster's 
skeleton today on 
display at Shabi, 
in Libya, 
in a castle built by the Cru­ 
saders. 
Dinosaurs, too, their bright, 
stony eyes glowing like polestars, and 
weighing 
60,000 pounds, 
roamed on 
Earth for 150 million 
years before 
they became extinct. 
Finally, they 
died because they did 
not know the insects were biting them. 
And now Dr. 
Elliot has sent the news 
that on November 23 he found that a 
reptilian offshoot of their hippopotamus 
cousins had died in Antarctica! 
It was the fossil 
of a Lystrosaurus, 
and New York’s great American Muse­ 
um of Natural History has confirmed 
to me what this fossil —a partial skull 
— revealed. 
First, it proved that at least today’s 
continents of Africa, 
South America, 
Australia, the Indian peninsula and An­ 
tarctica were once a single solid land 
mass. Lystrosaurus 
never could have 
reached Antarctica over water. Second 


it proved that Antarctica 
once was 
close to the torrid 
equator, and was 
warm. Lastly, 
it proved that the conti­ 
nents actually drifted 
to their present 
location. 
Apparently they pushed their 
way 
along the ocean floor like immense 
crabs during the eons of the past at a 
speed of a few inches a year. 


This shatters all preconceived ideas 
and, of course, 
reveals 
once more 
how we still remain bewildered little 
observers blinking small eyes and tiny 
brains at the mysteries of a universe 
we did not make.

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Gene Forbes on museum 


Gene Forbes is one of those unique 
community - minded individuals who be­ 
lieves in doing a job properly or not at 
all. Gene is the president of the Museum 
Associates and as such is in the midst 
of organizing a broad fund raising cam­ 
paign to support the museum. More than 
that, though, Gene has some exciting 
things to say about the thrust of the 
museum. 
Museum 
officials 
hope to occupy the 
old Carnegie Library 
on 
South H Street, 
this week. Initially 
the Pop Ruth collec­ 
tion of Indian arti­ 
facts will be install­ 
ed as the chief exhi­ 
bit. 
Later, the histori­ 
cal society will in­ 
stall exhibits spelling out the long and 
illustrious history of the Valley. 
Beyond all this, Gene has ideas about 
making the museum a kind of historical 
shrine also for the unique geological 
structure of the Valley. In his words, 
the Valley and its framework of dia- 
tamacous earth formations came about 
rather quickly in geologic term s rather 
than over eons of time. At any rate he 
believes that the museum should tell 
the story. 
Lompoc Valley is the prime location 
in the world for the diatamacous earth 
and the uniqueness of the earth product 
in the first place is extraordinary. 
This is the story that Gene would 
like to tell for all to see. Similar ideas 
have been expressed before by Ralph 
Patey, chamber of commerce manager. 
Patey is no slouch himself when it 
comes to a knowledge of history and 
particularly of Valley lore. 
I mention all this because of the need 
to acquaint the public with an impor­ 
tant event. If any one can open Valley 
pursestrings in support of the museum 
it’s Gene Forbes. Forbes believes the 
museum has to have a broad rank and 
file support throughout the Valley to be 
successful. And to reach this goal, he 
believes that the museum must be so con­ 
stituted as to attract general interest. 
It's not enough in Forbes view to so- 
licit support and visitors merely on the 
pretext of being an important community 
enterprise. “ We’ve got to have the 
museum set up in such a way as to at­ 
tract visitors again and again,” he says. 


If the museum becomes the kind of thing 
that you see once and never want to see 
again, the enterprise will fail in Forbes 
view. It wouldn’t collapse, but in Forbes’ 
view it will have missed some of the 
relevancy that it might attain. 
He sees classes from the schools 
visiting the museum for well organized 
lectures on Indian history and on the 
vital diatamacous earth splendors that 
are in our very backyard, if not imme­ 
diately under our feet. 
He also sees The museum becoming 
the focal point* for research into all 
the Valley’s historical and geolgic past, 
stretching down to the present. 
At the moment Forbes is formulating 
a series of guidelines for the conduct 
of fund raising efforts that must be 
worked out if the museum is to get off 
to a substantual start. His thoughts are 
encouraging. 
Forbes is a correctional officer at the 
FCI. In his off hours he likes to back­ 
pack into the interior of surrounding 
hinterlands. In other words, Forbes is 
no ivory tower dabbler in the wonders 
of nature. 


Not long ago, he traveled to Point 
Sal with a friend to inspect the discov­ 
ery of what may be a mammoth or a 
whale skeleton. There are elements in 
the quest that shed further light on the 
pure approach Forbes makes to history 
and archaeology. He deplores the pothun* 
ter, who’s prime purpose is to dig like 
crazy just for the selfish pleasure of 
acquiring a trophy for the mantle piece. 
Forbes likes to go at it in a more 
scholarly way, and his approach is a fine 
thing for the museum and a still finer 
thing for all those who want to really 
learn about their heritage.
